Evidence of wbat appears to l)e a 
well organized eampaign to delude 
farmers tliroughout the country int<3 
buying an alleged cure for hog cholera 
under the Impreeaion that this has 
been investigated and approved by 
the United States Government, has 
reached the Department of Agricult- 
ure. Articles appraising this med- 
icine, Benetol by name are being sent 
out widespread to newspapers. These 
artides are so worded thait It appears 
as if the Department of Africulture 
had received reports from tlie State 
of MIkineeota dwwlng that the med- 
icine had proved most beneficial. As 
a matter of fact the one report re- 
ceived by the Department was an un- 
official and unsolicited statement sent 
presumably from the promoters them- 
selves. The Department attaches no 
impoiriiance whatsoever to this state- 
ment. It has no reason to believe in 
the efficiency of any proprietory cure 
for hog oholen and does not recom- 
mend any. Under certain conditions 
it urges farmers to protect their stock 
with anti- hog-cholera serum but that 
is all.

"The best time to apply lime, 
says M. A. Bachtell. of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Ohio State 
Umveraity, 'la darinc tbo imp- 
aratioii of the aeed bed for eoni 
The tbofouch coltiTatioii of tUa 
crop mixes the lime with the up- 
per soil. By the time clover is 
sown on that soil, the lime has 
chaniEed it from a sour to a 
sweet condition. The time for 
applyinff lima, howefer, admits 
of wide yiriatioo. UaoaUy a 
boar spring eoauMls the fSsnner 
to spent his thne in getting ready 
for the season's planting. If 
liming is neglected it can be 
done at the time of the prep- 
aration of the seed bed for wheat 
Lime should not ba applied to the 
sar£aee and Hnmedlatdy plowed 
under, as this tends to plaee it 
too ftur from the snrfiwe, where 
it is needed. Neither should the 
caustic forms (hydrated lime and 
quicklime) be applied in connec- 
tion with manure and fertilizers. 
It is better to plow the BHuntre 
under and pot the ftna on toptif 
thaaoa. Incatotha manure is 
desired f&r top dressing, the lime 
should be worked into the soil at 
least two weeks prior to applica- 
tion of the manure. Likemse it 
is well to apply the lime some 
time previous to commercial f er- 
tilizflcs."

Otherwise 
this would be an unprofitable 
stream as far as navigation is 
concerned. 

After a short detainment in 
the lock the lower gate was open- 
ed and again we found ourselves 
in pursuit of our journey. Af- 
ter closely observing the vast 
number of natures grandeurs we 
came to land at the noon hour 
at the place familiarly known by 
the students, as Sabley.s Rock.
